SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the citizens of the town of Webster: 


Our schools during the past year have been good, and better, 
but the best possible has not been attained. And the query 
arises, What are the means to this end? First, a good school- 
meeting. Let every voter in the district be present, and elect 
the best person for prudential school-committee. If there be 
but one suitable individual, choose him yearly; one who is in- 
telligently alive to the immediate wants of the school, and who is 
competent to judge if the teacher whom he may select will.supply 
those needs. Love for the work, power to read human nature, 
good knowledge of text-books and their practical application, 
ability to awaken and direct dormant powers, discipline, enthu- 
siasm, patience, perseverance, kindness, firmness, independence, 
insisting upon honor, truthfulness, honesty, and justice, are 
some of the requisite qualifications. Do not hesitate to pay a 
good workman a good price, for he will be worthy of his hire. 

Let the committee be interested in the health of the children, 
taking care that the school-room has means for sufficient warmth 
and ventilation, and that it is well supplied with teachers’ tools, 
viz., blackboards, erasers, crayons, clock, thermometer, globe, 
charts, dictionary, pail, dipper, broom, &c., which are just as es- 
sential to the school-room as are the modern and labor-saving 
implements to the farmer. This is an age of progress; and to 
plod on in the old ruts is not always wisdom. If there be com- 
plaint of lack of funds for these articles, let each tax-payer con- 
tribute a few cents, or employ some method to secure the nec- 
essary apparatus. The reward will be a hundred fold in the 
increased interest and intelligence of his scholars. 
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After the term has commenced, let the prudential committee, 
also every parent, if possible, resolve to fully sustain the teacher 
in whatever he attempts. Be very sparing of advice unsolicited, 
and never censure him in presence of your children—never at all 
unless absolutely necessary. On the contrary, sanction his ideas 
and methods of action, even if they do not quite agree with 
your strict notions of propriety. It is just possible that some 
of the fathers and mothers are ignorantly indulging in a little 
practical sectarianism. Do not expect the teacher to create 
brains, or blame him if he does not at once and fully shake the 
cobwebs from the child’s dull mind. Let the scholars realize 
that you are in full sympathy with the teacher, and discourage 
them from relating and magnifying little faults at school as you 
would those at your own home. Allow the teacher to feel that 
he is appreciated; and it will be a powerful incentive to in- 
creased and continued well-doing on his part. Insist upon 
punctuality. Permit not even a half-day’s absence, unless the 
demand is very imperative; for the links in education’s chain 
must not be broken, would strength and efficiency be secured. 
Retain a good teacher as long as possible. 

These suggestions followed will result in a school the value of 
which cannot be estimated in dollars and cents, where a healthy 
stimulus will be imparted to the physical, mental, and moral 
education of the child, developing each part of this triple whole 
in beautiful strength and symmetry until he may have complete 
control of all his God-given powers. What can be more desir- 
able than this for the sons and daughters of the present age ? 
What will better enable them to fulfil life’s mission, and to hear 
eventually, “ Well done, good and faithful servant”? Then shall 
we not all—committee, parent, teacher, and pupil—work in har- 
mony to elevate the standard of our schools in Webster? 


District No. 1 ( Sweatt’s Mills ). 


Summer term, Miss Hattie B. Little, teacher. Length of 
school, 9 weeks; wages per month, including board, $16; whole 
number of pupils, 9; average attendance, 8. 

Fall term, same teacher. Length of school, 9 weeks; wages 
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per month, including board, $16; whole number of pupils, 9; 
average attendance, 8. . 

Regularity of attendance was one of the praiseworthy features 
of this school, one third the average attendance having not been 
absent or tardy any half day during the year. No other district 
in town can show so good arecord in this respect ; and while it 
reflects credit on both teacher and scholar, it is unmistakable 
proof that the parents in the district are alive to the education 
of their children. Retaining the same teacher both terms was 
fortunate for the school, and is a rule which prudential commit- 
tees in most cases will do well to follow, especially if the teacher 
of the first term gives entire satisfaction. Miss Little taught a 
good school. H. 


District No. 2 (Pleasant Street). 


Summer term, Miss Cora E. Putney, teacher. The school 
was in session but a few days, when the illness of the teacher 
compelled its dismissal. In September, Miss Putney taught a 
private school of six weeks ; after which, the fall term of twelve 
weeks. Wages per month, including board, $18; whole num- 
ber of pupils, 25; average attendance, 22. 

The interest manifested by the teacher and scholars at the 
commencement of the term was fully sustained during the eigh- 
teen weeks. Most of the parents and scholars were in perfect 
sympathy with Miss Putney, and appreciated her constant and 
untiring efforts in behalf of her charge. Examination day 
found in the school-room a good number of the parents and 
friends, who listened with pleasure to the rapid review of the 
term’s work, interspersed with rhetorical exercises and singing, 
and closing with the reading of a paper. All pronounced an 
emphatic “ Well done.” Some of the classes in reading, arith- 
metic, and book-keeping deserve especial mention. A. 


District No. 3 ( Corser Mill). 


Summer term, Miss Mary R. Webster, teacher. Length of 
school, 9 weeks; wages per month, including board, $20; whole 
number of pupils, 8; average attendance, 7 4-10. We were very 
much pleased with this school; good order, a well devised sys- 
tem of instruction, and choice methods combined to make it 
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one of the very best. Miss Webster ranks very high as a teach- 
er, and no school under her instruction can fail of being greatly 
benefited. 

Fall term, Miss Fannie E. Sawyer, teacher. Length of school, 
12 weeks; wages per month, including board, $20; whole num- 
ber of pupils, 13; average attendance, 9. Miss Sawyer is a 
faithful and efficient teacher of large experience. At the com- 
mencement of the term we found everything indicative of a quiet 
and prosperous term. Some families having moved out of town, 
the school was quite small at the close. However, the exercises 
were very gratifying, and proved that thoroughness and prompt- 
ness had been the motto, and progress was the result. H. 


Disrrict No. 4 (Battle Street). 


Summer term, Miss Lizzie C. Smith, teacher. Length of 
school, 7 weeks; wages per month, including board, $17.20; 
whole number of pupils, 6; average attendance, 6. 

Fall term, same teacher. Length of school, 7 weeks; wages 
per month, including board, $18; whole number of scholars, 8 ; 
average attendance, 7.42. 

Although never before in the school-room as teacher, Miss 
Smith seemed intuitively to understand how to secure and re- 
tain the good will of her pupils, an important element of suc- 
cess. Both terms were short, yet much work was thoroughly 
accomplished. We noticed at the examinations, especially the 
last, good order, promptness, and accuracy in recitation, and in- 
telligent thinking. During the first term no scholar was marked 
for either absence, tardiness, or dismissal. We always find the 
mothers of the district present at the close of the term. A. 


District No. 5 (Sanborn Hill). 


Fall term, Miss Persis H. Davis, teacher. Length of school, 
7 weeks; wages per month, including board, $22; whole num- 
ber of scholars, 15; average attendance, 12 7-40. 

We did not visit this school at its close, but, judging from its: 
excellent appearance at the commencement, the very favorable 
testimony of parents and scholars, and the reputation of the 
teacher elsewhere, we do not hesitate to say, An unusually 
pleasant and profitable term. A. 
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District No. 6 (Litile Hill). 


Summer term, Miss Mary E. Sanborn, teacher. Length of 
school, 8 weeks; wages per month, including board, $17; whole 
number of pupils, 7; average attendance, 4 3-5. Under Miss 
Sanborn’s management this school was orderly and industrious. 
Teacher and pupils were alike interested in the success of the 
school, and at the closing examination the scholars exhibited a 
thorough knowledge of the branches pursued. 

Fall term, Miss Sarah E. Sawyer, teacher. Length of school, 
12 weeks; wages per month, including board, $20; whole num- 
ber of pupils, 12; average attendance, 7. Miss Sawyer thor- 
oughly understands the branches taught in the common schools, 
and, what is still better, she knows how to teach them. The 
advancement was very rapid, yet the scholars were prompt and 
positive in their answers, which is seldom the case when lessons 
are half learned and half understood. Order good. H. 


District No. 7 ( White Plain). 


Summer term, Miss Ellen A. Little, teacher. Length of 
school, 9 weeks; wages per month, including board, $13; whole 
number of pupils, 13; average attendance, 7. | 

Fall term, same teacher. Length of school, 9 weeks; wages 
per month, including board, $17; whole number of pupils, 13; 
average attendance, 9. 

This was Miss Little’s first attempt at teaching, but she en- 
tered the school-room determined to do her best, and acted upon 
this resolve every day, during both terms, and with much bet- 
ter success than we had anticipated, considering that several of 
her pupils were not familiar with our language, and were absent 
so much of the term. Our verdict of the last day’s exercises, 
sanctioned by the parents, was, Very creditable to both teacher 
and scholars, particularly a class in reading and in oral geogra-

District No. 8 (Bashan). 


Summer term, Miss Clara I. Gould, teacher. Length of school, 
8 weeks; wages per month, including board, $24; whole num-

ber of scholars, 19; average attendance, 18. Miss Gould repre- 
sents a class of teachers who should be sought by the Pruden- 
tial Committee. She has energy, discipline, tact, and ability, 
combined with love for her work; consequently her schools show 
good results. The closing examination was very satisfactory, 
evincing thoroughness and rapid progress. The primary class 
delighted and astonished every one. 

Winter term, Mr. Charles Gould, teacher. Length of school, 
8 weeks; wages per month, including board, $35; whole num- 
ber of pupils, 24; average attendance, 21. Nature endowed Mr. 
Gould with aptness for teaching, and unusual fondness for this 
vocation, as many years of successful labor bear witness; and 
with unabated zeal and interest he commenced the winter term. 
Though boarding three miles distant, he was always in season, 
often building the fire. He spared no pains in making clear to 
the minds of his pupils many of the mysteries and principles 
of mathematics, and we found they understood the reason why. 
As a token of appreciation for his services, his scholars present- 
ed him two beautiful and valuable volumes. Most of the parents 
of the district were present at the all-day examination, thus 
manifesting their interest. A. 


District No. 9 (Putney). 


Summer term—Miss Hattie L. Parker, teacher. Length of 
school, 7 2-5 weeks; wages per month, including board, $20; 
whole number of pupils, 19; average attendance, 14. Miss 
Parker has evidently made the most of good advantages, and 
succeeded as well with this school as could be reasonably ex- 
pected of a teacher who had not ‘‘seen service in the field.” 
Good instruction was given. At the close of the term some 
classes passed a very pleasing examination; others, doubtless, 
would have done better had there been less irregularity of at- 
tendance. Teachers, however good, cannot make perfect schol- 
ars of those who are absent from the school-room any great 
portion of the time. 

Fall term— Miss Mary E. Sanborn, eetohee Length of 
school, 7 weeks; wages per month, including board, $14; whole 
number of pupils, 15; average attendance, 7 31-35. The school 
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was quite small for this district. Pupils manifested an interest 
in their books which seldom fails to produce good results. Miss 
Sanborn is an active, energetic, and faithful teacher. 

Winter term—Lucien C. Kimball, teacher; length of school, 
8 weeks; wages per month, including board, $31.50; whole 
number of pupils, 26; average attendance, 22. 

Mr. Kimball is a man of keen observation, and as he is a stu- 
dent at Dartmouth, we had reason to expect that much would 
be accomplished; when we visited the school at the close, 
our anticipations were fully realized. All the classes did re- 
markably well. In reading, especially, which is often too much 
neglected, there was very marked improvement. Harmony, 
indispensable in music and equally desirable in the common 
school, was one of the very pleasing results of Mr. Kimball’s 
management. : H.
